“We can’t wait to get the plant up and 
working,” John Bates, president of 
Heidtman Steel, said during a ground- 


breaking Monday afternoon to mark, 


the |start of construction of the $7 
million Heidtman Steel Products Inc., 
plant in the Northgate Industrial Park 
south of Precoat Metals. 

Heidtman officials were welcomed to 
the community by numerous officials, 
including U.S, Sen. Alan J. Dixon, at the 
groundbreaking. Dixon said he was 
pleased to be at the groundbreaking, 
but will be happier to see the dedica- 
tion, when the plant begins operations. 

The initial part of the plant will be 
completed and occupied by Christmas, 
Heidtman officials said. Then, about 
March, construction will begin on a se- 
cond wing of the building, which is to in- 
clude a pickling line, which should be 
operational by the middle of next sum- 
mer, 

The plant expects to hire about 35 
workers initially and expand that 
number to around 100 when the pickling 
line is opened. 

Hiring is being done through the 
Madison County Job Training Partner- 
ship Act. Residents may apply for the 
program at the Illinois State Employ- 
ment Job Service, 7 American Village 
Shopping Center. 

Bates noted, ‘‘We are happy to be in 
Granite City. We have been working on 
this project three and a half years. 
‘There has been a lot of hard work by 
our people, Illinois Power, (Alderman) 
Paul Bowler and others.” 


Construction and furnishing of the 
plant was made possible by municipal 
industrial revenue bonds of up to $10 
million issued by the Granite City Coun- 
cil. The city is not responsible if the 
firm defaults on the bonds.

specifications. Later, cleaning of steel 
in the pickling line will be offered.

There will be more than 200 fewer 
employees, including smaller support 
“and administrative staffs.

Aside from disappointment over 
~ School closings, eased somewhat by the 
-- establishment of an instantly-popular 
two-year-college in the former North 
High School, main concern is being 
_ voiced over: 

1, How large the class-size average 
will be this fall. 

2. Why more drastic steps were not 
taken earlier to avoid deep debt, such 


as closing several schools a year or two 
earlier than the six June 1983 closings. 

Although there was an excess 
number of classrooms in the -early 
1980s, cost cutting was occurring well 
before 1983: 

Three grade schools were closed in 
1979, the school lunch program was 
restructured, * student fees were in- 
creased, the district became: self- 
insured for employee benefits, and 
warehouse procedures were altered. 
Employees were reduced 24 percent 
over a ten-year span. 

Less new equipment was bought, bus 
routes were revised, and energy con- 
servation grants were obtained, partly 
financing new boilers that use less- 
costly fuel. 

AB to the changes being made bet- 
ween 1982-83 and ’83-84: Considering the 
immensity of the axe-wielding,’ in- 
convenience to the public is being kept 
at a minimum. Nearly all basic school 


services and instructional programs re- 
main intact. Sadly, hundreds now lack 
jobs. 

The Board of Education dealt 
rélatively forthrightly with the dollar 


dilemma once it became fully aware of. . 


the vast dimensions 


Possible exceptions to “forthright” 


were the board’s vote in December not’ 


to ease the squeeze by approving two 
slight tax rate hikes, and the fact that it 
did not react to the totality of the finan- 
cial problem this spring and summer. 

A board member has said, “We have 
to swallow an elephant (operating debt 
of $4 million to $5 million) before we can 
begin to solve the imbalance in costs 
and income.” 

A new yearly audit to be completed 
soon may show that debt still exceeds $4 
million. Meaning: the medicine that 
has to_be swallowed doesn’t taste much 
more palatable now than it did before, 
perhaps forcing further stringent cut- 


backs in the future. 

In their defense, board | embers say 
they did not want to add |to taxpayers’ 
burden during the economic- 
employment recession here, nor was it 
possible to resolve in one year a deficit 
that had taken several years to develop. 


Factors in the “red ink!” flood were: 
enrollment declines, weakening the 
volume of financial aid from the state; 
changes in federal funding, including 
elimination of the milk subsidy; state 
abandonment of its nearly 50 percent 
school budget support, dropping to a 
level nearer 40 percent; industrial clos- 
ings and layoffs; erosion of the local 
population base, limiting the amount of 
taxable economic activity; and the 
regular upgrading of pay schedules in 
recent years (officials say 87 percent of 
the budget relates to staffing costs).

1982-83 (including short-term loans 
while awaiting scheduled receipts). At 
this time (January) in 1982, we had not 
borrowed any money; at the present 
time in 1983, we have already borrowed 
$3,150,000. 

“Sound management has kept the 
average Granite City cost of teaching a 
student below the state average, but 
these measures have not been enough. 
Now, our only alternative is to cut ex- 
penses' to try and balance the budget 
arid still keep a good rating as a district 
so our children can gain entrance to col- 
lege. 
“We must balance our budget as soon 
as practicable to hold our credit. We 
must bring expenses in line with in- 
come, -and hold our borrowing to a 
reasonable level.” 

A hearing on potential cutbacks was 
conducted Jan. 17 and the plan, after 
being modified, was enacted Feb. 1. 
Aided by employees’ and citizens’ sug- 
gestions, fine-tuning has continued 
each month, including further ad- 
justments approved at the Aug. 2 board 
session. 

Because the. annual budget was 
adopted while much of the 1983-84 
“crystal ball” was still clouded, major 
revisions ,are planned. A_ possible 
budget version, much more detailed 
than its predecessor, is due for con- 
sideration Aug. 16, with final approval 
in September. 

Among the things that will have a 
profound effect on the new budget are 
talks currently in progress with the 
union locals that represent District 
Nine employees. Salary levels have not 
yet been determined. 

Atthe time that tentative budget cuts 
were announced Dec. 18, the list includ- 
ed elimination of elementary schools’ 
physical education, vocal music, band 
and learning centers; adjustment of 
special education services at all grade 
levels; and revision of the kindergarten 
schedule. 

The board will not utilize those op- 
tions but it has urged conservation of 
supplies and has tightened extracur- 
ricularassignments. 

Along with closing a third of the re- 
maining schools, the board reduced 
nearly ever segment of certificated and 
non-certificated personnel. 

A school district breakdown of the 
new and old staffs shows 420 teachers 
this fall (564 last year), 52 (59) cooks, 44 
(70) custodians, 36 (54) secretaries, 30 
(42) administrators, supervisors and 


coordinators, 18 (18) construction and 
maintenance staff members, eight (10) 
teaching assistants, six (eight) nurses 
and two (three) campus monitors. 

During the post-World War II years, 
the district’s boards and administra- 
tions became experienced at expanding 
school facilities to cope with enrollment 
growth. In more recent: years, they 
have had to reverse the process. 

Looking back, Davis, superintendent 
since 1966, recalls that the school 
district avoided most borrowing prior 
to 1977 except for construction spending 
and occasional cash flow problems. 

Since 1977, debt to help meet 
operating expenses has accumulated 
fast. It reached $3.6 million one year 
ago and was described as likely to in- 
crease by, $4.1 million in 1982-83 for total 
borrowing of $7.7 million. 

The latter figure apparently was not 
reached; throughout the winter and 
spring, an effort was made to avoid pur- 
chases, trips arid other costs whenever 
possible. 

The superintendent says education 
authorities across the nation differ 
regarding optimum class size and 
school size: ‘‘An excellent teacher is 
likely to succeed despite large clases, 
while an ineffective instructor might 
faileven with asmaliclass.” 

American Federation of Teachers 
Local 743 has been stressing this spring 
and summer the comments of various 
experts whb feel that bigger classes 
lower students’ learning. 

Supt. Davis sees no immediate return 
to boom times here: Grade schools may 
add a few students after 1985 but junior 
high schools and the high school can ex- 
pect no enrollment gains until the 1990s. 

Grigsby Junior High may face an 
uncertain future in the mid-1980s if 
there is further slippage in the number 
of students at Coolidge Junior High 
School and Granite City Senior High 
School. The high school for the time be- 
ing will use a wing of nearby Coolidge, 
but this may‘‘not be necessary in- 
definitely. 

The district wants to keep s¢veral 
surplus schools available for reopening, 
but has just taken steps to auction 
Washington, Logan, Lake, Johnson, 
Nameoki and Emerson.

PIK acres can be. use 
for livestock grazing 


Governor James R. 
Thompson said Tuesday that 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture officials have 


- eleared the way for Illinois 


farmers to begin applying 
for approval to use their 
Payment-in-Kind (PIK) 
acres for livestock feeding. 

“Today’s announcement 
by the. USDA -will greatly 
help Illinois farmers during 
a hot, dry summer that has 
limited the growth of pasture 
vegetation for livestock,” 
said the Governor. 

“I encourage any farmer 
in the state to take ad- 
vantage of this decision, a 
ruling that will give farmers 
the ability to use PIK acres 
for livestock feeding nearly 
a month before they could 

had the state not 
* he said. 

Tuesday's announement 
by the USDA, coming more 
than three weeks before the 
Sept. 1 date when PIK acres 
could be used for grazing 
under the program’s regula- 
tions, will enable farmers to 
ask county offices of the 
USDA’s Agricultural 
Stabijization and Conserva- 


tion Service for permission 
to use the land for grazing. 

From there, approval. will 
be needed from Washington 
USDA. officiais to use PIK 
acres for- livestock grazing, 
the Governor said. The 
federal government will 
make a ruling on a county's 
petition to use PIK acres 
within a 24-hour period 
under this plan, he said. 

Farmers given permission 
to use PIK acres must follow 
certain restrictions under 
the USDA ruling. Farmers 
must use only their .own 
livestock on their own 
acreage and cannot permit 
grazing to the extent that it 
would leave farm and un- 
protected from wind and 
water erosion and weed 
damage 

Thompson, who requested 
the rule change in a July 
letter to USDA Secretary 
John Block, said all Illinois 
counties can apply to use 
Pik acres.

When the trust fund 
ratio reaches 32 percent, any 
funds available above the 32 
percent ratio will be used to 
provide additional benefit in- 
creases 

This provision serves to 
protect the trust funds 
without unnecessarily 
penalizing beneficiaries, it 
was explained.

States consumers with below-cost products re- 
sults from policies known as “‘targeting.”” 

Briefly, targeting works like this: 

A government makes a conscious decision to promote 
a chosen industry by giving it preferred treatment. This 
may mean government ownership. It usually includes 
tax breaks, low-interest loans on favorable terms, out- 
right grants, research and development assistance, im- 
port protection, and subsidies not available to other 
industries. 

The targeted industry develops rapidly with this kind 
of government nourishment. Soon it has the capability 
to produce far more goods than its domestic market de- 
mands. At this point the subsidized industry looks for 
foreign markets to dump its excess production. 

Because of our high standard of living, the strength of 
the dollar, and generous “free trade” import laws, the 
United States is the obvious dumping ground. 

When this happens, American manufacturing indus- 
tries and their workers are the victims, They become tar- 
geted for extinction. On top of that, we lose those manu- 
facturing jobs and the industries that serve them are 
also forced to lay off workers. 

Don't think that low wage industries are immune. The 
consumer electronics industry in the: United States is a 
case in point. Though its wages were not high, that in- 
dustry lost 63,000 jobs to targeting by the Japanese and 
other governments. 

Because of international targeting, free trade in free 
markets has become an illusion—a myth in which only 
the United States government continues to believe. Our 


European and Asian trading partners have learned to 
regulate trade to protect themselves from one another's 
targeting practices, while promoting their own preferred | 
industries. 

The latest example of targeting is unusually dramatic, 
it threatens the whole American steel-making industry— 
and the iron and coal mines which supply it. U. S. Steel 
is negotiating to import 3% million tons a year of steel 
slabs from the government-owned British Steel Cor- 
poration for finishing at the Fairless Works near Phil- 
adelphia. 

STEEL-MAKING FURNACES which employ 3,000 
workers at Fairless would be closed. Worse, competi- 
tive pressure would soon force other domestic compa- 
nies to close their furnaces and import subsidized semi- 
finished steel from Brazil, Korea, Taiwan, Europe, or 
Japan. There's plenty available from the target steel 
industries which foreign governments have sponsored. 

U. S. Steel spokesmen have announced that the Com- 
pany is asking British Steel for a $600 million investment, 
as its price for this piece of the American steel market. 
The British government is thus able to take dead aim at 
this target. No long range planning will be needed—just 
pay the money and ship the steel. 

If the U. S. Steel-British Steel deal is ever finalized, 
it will violate U. S. trade laws. We will-oppose it on this 
and other legal grounds. ‘ 

But win or lose on this case, the basic Problem will 
still exist. 

‘America’s international trade problem is international 
targeting.

Whenever this occurs, 80 
percent of the actual cash in 
the grand prize pool is ‘‘roll- 
ed over” and added to the 
following week's grand prize 
pool. 

Jones noted the guarantee 
of the $3.75 million prize is 
only for a single winner. If 
more than one player match 
all six winning ‘numbers, 
they will share the actual 

" grand prize pool. 

The lottery estimates 
there will be about $1.6 
million in cash in the grand 
prize pool by Saturday night, 
an amount sufficient to buy 
one annuity that will pay a 
total of $3.75 million over 20 
years, or $187,500 a year. 
However, if 10 players each 


match the six’ winning 
numbers, they will share the 
actual grand prize pool and 
each will collect a one-time 
payment of $160,000. 

Jones said the lottery at- 
tempts to award players the 
largest possible prizes. 
When individual lotto 
players win actual cash 
prizes of more than $250,000, 
the lottery will purchase an- 
nuities for each winner so 
they will actually collect 
more than the prize if paid in 
one lump sum. 

The latest winning 
numbers were 01,-24, 25, 29, 
32, 40, and the alternate 
number 37. One player mat- 
ched five of the six and the 
alternate number to win the 
alternate grand prize of 
$97,635. The alternate grand 
prize is awarded only in 
weeks in which there is no 
grand prize winner. 

Second prizes of $2,119 will 
be collected by 94, each of 
whom matched five of the

The Illinois State High School Assoc- 
iation enabled the GEC, by virtue of a 
special clause, to qualify as a confer- 
ence with just five schools. Normally, 
THSA guidelines require six schools to 
qualify as a conference. 

It was. about that time that Robert 
Middleton, principal of Alton High and 
then president of the Southwestern Con- 
ference, sent an invitation to Granite 
City to join the Southwestern Confer- 
ence. 

The invitation, Middleton said, was, 
extended ause “‘Granite City was 
the kind of\ school the Southwestern 
Conference \d be proud to have as a 
member.” 

On Tuesday, June 7, District Nine ac- 
cepted that invitation to rejoin the SWC 
in 1984-85. 

Jerry Turner, principal of Belleville 
West and current Southwestern Confer- 
ence president, said last week that “‘all 
that remains is the conference ap-

proval.” Turner said SWC approval 
was likely early next month wher 
conference officials meet for the first 
time during the 1983-84 season. 

The Southwestern Conference Board 
will also be acting on the application of 
membership by East St. Louis Lincoln, 
‘Turner said. Last week, it was learned 
that John Bailey, Jr., principal of Lin- 
coln High School; sent an application 
for membership to the SWC to Mid- 
dieton. That application was forwarded 
to Turner when he assumed the SWC’s 
presidential duties. 

The application, like the Granite City 
invitation, sought conference align- 
ment during the 1984-85 academic year. 
Lincoln has never been associated with 
a conference and now seeks conference 
affiliation, Bailey says, to cut down on 
its traveling expenses. The Tigers often 
have to travel to Chicago, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Missouri or farther to com- 
pete because many area teams choose 


not to play them. 

Lincoln’s application to the SWC is 
not its first seeking conference affil- 
iation. Lincoln has made numerous 
applications in the past to join the 
Gateway East Conference, but was 
always denied membership. 

Lincoln applied to the GEC primarily 
because member schools more closely 
resembled its own enrollment, which 
numbered 1,467 in 1982-83. The average 
enrollment among GEC schools last 
year was 1,484. * 

With the fate of the Gateway East 
Conference uncertain, Lincoln has turn- 
ed again to the SWC. Prior its most re- 
cent SWC application, Lincoln's last ap- 
plication was made 11 years ago. 

Unfortunately for Lincoln, in 1972, 
just when it appeared it might have 
found a home in the SWC, an ugly situa- 
tion arose at a Collinsville-Lincoln 
basketball sectional finale. In the end, 
SWC members denied Lincoln admit- 
tance into the conference. 

In that game; Collinsville came back 
to defeat highly favored Lincoln, and 
during the. waning moments, things 
went berzerk. Fans poured in broken 
windows and aterwarte numerous 
fights broke out. 

Recalling the incident, ‘Bailey called 
it “unfortunate’’ and said he was 
hopeful that SWC members would not 
deny Lincoln’s application for 
something which happened more than a 
decade ago. 

When asked about Lincoln's applic- 


ation and Granite City’s invitation, 
Turner was reluctant to answer at first. 

Finally, after pausing for a moment 
he began by distinguishing between 
Granite City’s invitation to join the 
conference and Lincoln's application. 

“First, consider the conditions,” 
Turner said. “Granite City was invited 
to join the conference. To be invited, all 
members must agree with a prospec- 
tive member. We've already agreed 
that Granite City would be a good addi- 
tion to the conference, or we wouldn’t 
have sent them an invitation. The situa- 
tion with Lincoln is different. They've 
applied. Their application will have to 
be considered by the board,” Turner 
said. 

The sectional finale incident happen- 
ed more than a decade ago, and it 
seems some SWC members may be 
willing to forego the incident, but there 
are new problems haunting Lincoln 
such as eligibility violations. 

Lincoln was recently stripped of its 
basketball sectional championship over 
Collinsville’ for recruiting violations. - 
Antonio Rhodes, who led the Tigers to a 
one-point regional victory over Collins- 
ville was declared illegible. 

Rhodes, whose 25 points sparked the 
Tigers to victory, it was determined 
had illegally tranferred to Lincoln from 
Cahokia. 

Still there are people who think Lin- 
coln should be admitted to the SWC. 
Collinsville’s Frank Pitol and Granite 
City’s Roger Smith, both athletic direc-

Pitol contends that if there were 
closer ties with Lincoln some of the 
recruiting violations, for example, 
could be avoided. 

“Maybe if they were in the con- 
ference, we could monitor their ac- 
tivities a little better,” Pitol said referr- 
ing to Lincoln's latest problems with 
athletic elligibility. 

Pitol said without conference affilia- 
tion, there’s not as much pressure 2 
Lincoln to abide by IHSA standards 
there would be if they were conference 
affiliated.

Henkhaus said there will 
be two or three more 
distributions before the due 
date, which is Aug. 22. Law. 
allows the county collector 
30 days after the due date to 
make distribution, but the 
practice is to make distribu- 
tions as soon as practical. 

The law requires township 
collectors to hold the collec- 
tions -only 48 hours before 
putting it out on interest or 
distributing it to the taxing 
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bodies. 

Only four counties in the 
state still use township col- 
lectors and Madison County 
is_one of them. Only 11 
townships in the county use 
the township collectors. The 
others use the county 
treasurer, who collects all 
the second installments for 
all townships, and is in 
charge of overseeing the 
whole system 
“Only four townships, 
Granite City (which uses the 
city treasurer as collector 
also), Nameoki, Edwardsille 
and Chouteau, also have the 
collector distributing the col- 


. lections to the taxing bodies. 


There hsa been an ongoing 
hassle between those four 
collectors and the county 
treasurer over who can save 
the citizens the most money 
in collection. The township 
collectors claim’ they 
distribute the ‘money to 
schools, cities and other tax- 
ing bodies faster, thus sav- 
ing them from extended bor- 
rowing. Henkhaus points to 
his record of prompt collec- 
tion. 

He says “‘there is no way 
the little edge they make in 
distributing offsets the three 
weeks we have to stop our 
work to check the books 
after the township collectors 
turn them over to us Sept. 
1.” And he mentioned the 
cost of the collectors’ office. 

One of the hot topics of 
discussion at the Illinois 
County Treasurers’ Associa- 
tion convention at the Col- 
linsville Holiday Inn last 
week, featuring a speech by 
State Treasurer Jim Don- 
newald, was the latest round 
in a 12-year fight of over the 
interest on undistributed 
taxes. 

The Wood Dale. Library 
District contended it was en- 


titled at least to the interest 
on the money held longer 
than 30 days. 

Circuit Judge John 
Teschner, who heard the 
case in 1981, had it remanded 
to him by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. Pursuant to 
that, July 20, he ruled 
against the plaintiff and for 
the defendant. The county 
treasurers, in effect are told 
to do business as usual. 

John Novak, treasurer of 


DuPage County, where the 
case originated, said coun- 
ties like DuPage and 
Madison turn over the taxes 
promptly anyway. 

“Mick does a good job,” he 
said. 

He pointed out that the 
treasurer: has 30 days after 
the due date to distribute and 
does much better than that.

Senate bill on eligibility 
for development funding 


Senators Charles H. Percy 
(R-II) and Alan: J. Dixon 
(D-Ill) have introduced 
legislation which would 
allow St. Clair and Madison 
counties in Illinois to remain 
eligible. for Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds. 

Last month, these counties 
lost their eligibility for this 
funding beginning in the next 
fiscal year as a result of new 
rules implemented by the Of- 
fice of Management and 
Budget (OMB) and the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

When these regulations 
were combined with 1980 
census data, three cities in 
St. Clair and Madison 
Counties--Granite City, 
Alton and Belleville--for the 
first time were designated as 
eligible for CDBG funds. 

Under HUD's rules, : the 
counties can no longer count 


the population of these cities. _ 


Therefore, they do not have 
enough. people to - remain 
eligible for CDBGs, federal 
officials said. 

“I do not believe that it 
was the intent of Congress in 
establishing this program, 
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or of the administration in 
drafting these regulations, to 
knock these counties out of 
the program,” Sen. Percy 
said. 


“St. Clair and Madison 


counties could lose several | 


million dollars each as a 
result of these changes. 
Belleville, Alton and Granite 
City, along with the two 
counties, want the counties 
to remain eligible for CDBG 
funds.” Sen. Dixon said, 
“We along with the cities 
and counties want Madison 
and St. Clair counties to re- 
main eligible for this fun- 
ding. Our bill simply leaves 
it up to those in question to 
decide the best way that 
CDBGs can be used.” 

Percy, Dixon and others 
from the Illinois Congres- 
sional delegation arranged a 
meeting in Washington in 
late July with St. Clair and 
Madison County officials at 
HUD to discuss with officials 
from HUD and OMB how the 
counties could remain eligi- 
ble. 

HUD officials said there 
was not much they could or 
would do in this regard. 

This prompted Percy and 
Dixon to introduce their 
legislation. It would provide 
that counties which stand to 
lose their eligibility because 
of the deesignation of a new 
city may retain eligibility if 
the city opts not to be eligi- 
ble. 


Subcommittee hears of 
barge lines’ plight 


A national cross section of 
representatives of the 
United States water 
transportation industry 
testified before a Senate sub- 
committee last week on the 
severely depressed 
economic state of the barge 
and towing industry nation- 
wide. Testifying before 
Senate Surface Transporta- 
tion Subcommittee Chair- 
man Sen. John C. Danforth 
(R-Mo.), the waterways 
representatives outlined a 
number of factors that led to 
the current depression in the 
industry, and that now 
threaten its survival. 

John W. Lambert, chair- 
man of the board of Twin Ci- 
ty Barge, Inc., South St. 
Paul, Minn., stated that his 
company had posted the first 
loss in its existence last year 
and that the current year 
will be worse economically. 
“The message that we in the 
industry are bringing to 
Washington today is that this 
low-cost, energy-effficient 
alternative to rail transpor- 
tation is in serious’ jeopar- 
dy,” Lambert said. 

Lambert pointed to severe 
overbuilding in the industry, 
based on projections in the 
late 1970s of increased de- 
mand for grain shipments, 
as a major reason for the 
current depression. The 1980 
Soviet grain embargo, and 
the resultant drop in demand 
for grain shipments, 
Lambert said, ‘thas left this 
industry in a perilous state,” 
At present, 25 to 30 percent of 
the dry-bulk barge fleet is 
idle. 

In addition, Lambert 
stated that current water- 
way user taxes and govern- 
ment policies aimed at 
assuring the profitibility of 
rail transportation have 
seriously undermined the 
competitive position of the 
barge and towing industry. 

“It should come as no sur- 
prise...that while our in- 
dustry is awash in red ink, 
the railroad industry is being 
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investment of the 1980s,” 
Lambert told the subcom- - 
mittee.

‘Study hazardous pool on SIVE land 


Noting that a 22-year-old

Housing survey 
is underway 


The 1983 survey of housing 
in the United States began in 
this area this week. 

The Census Bureau con- 
ducts. the survey for the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban-Bevelopment to ob- 
tain current information on 
housing, an important in- 
dicator of the nation’s 
economic well-being. 

Across the country, the 
bureau has selected a sam- 
ple of 77,000 housing units 
from the national stock of 90 
million. It updates the sam- 
ple-each year to include new 
construction, other additions 
and losses from the inven- 
tory. 

The survey makes possible 
year-to-year. comparisons of 
the number and types of 
housing as well asthanges in 
the total housing stock and 
the cost of housing, services, 
and utilities. It also provides 
data on characteristics of 
structures and their oc- 
cupants. 

Census Bureau represen- 
tatives will interview 
households for about five 
months and will send each 
household an announcement 
beforehand. Owners, rental 
agents, or neighbors will be 
asked to provide information 
on unoccupied units. 

The bureau will publish 
results late in 1984, including, 
data for the nation, regions, 
urban and rural areas, com- 
bined metropolitan areas 
(both inside and outside cen- 
tral cities) and 
nonmetropolitan areas.

Half of Granite City’s 
residents work in Granite Ci- 
ty, a relatively high propor- 
tion in this commuting era. 

This point and other in- 
formation .on employment 
patterns in the local 
metropolitan area have been 
developed by the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Coun- 
cil from information obtain- 
ed in the 1980 census. Among 
the findings were that: 

—Over 58 percent of the 
workers residing in the 
metropolitan area in 1980 liv- 
ed and worked in the same 
county. For example, 113,431 
of the 169,408 workers living 
in the City of St. Louis in 
1980, about two out of every 
three, also worked in the ci- 
ty. By contrast, less than 32 
percent of the workers living 
in Jefferson County also 
worked in Jefferson County. 

—Nearly 31 percent of the 
workers in the metropolitan 
area worked in St. Louis in 
1980. The \city also remains 
an important employment. 
center for| workers living in 
Madison, Monroe and St. 
Clair counties in Illinois. 

During March 1980, 30,367 
workers, or about 14 percent 
of all workers living in the Il- 
linois portion of the 
metropolitn area, worked in 
the City of St. Louis. 

—The number of Madison 
County residents working in 
St. Louis) increased . only 
slightly, from 11,146 in 1970 
to 12,800 in 1980, while the 
16,028 St. Clair County 
residents who worked in St. 
Louis in 1880 was a decrease 
from 1,111 in 1970, 

--The number of St. Louis 
County residents working in 
the city was’ virtually un- 
changed during the past 
decade — 137,902, or 36.6 per- 
cent, of all St. Louis County 
workers tn 1970 and 137,569, 
or 29.8 percent, of all county 
workers in 1980. 

The number of St. ‘Louis 
County residents who both 
lived and worked in St. Louis 
County increased by 69,098, 
or by 33.7 Pergent, during the 
1970s. 

—The number of St. 
Charles County workers who 
both lived and worked in St. 
Charles County nearly 
doubled during the decade, 
from 14,858 to 26,868. Only 
about one in nine St. Charles 
County residents who were 
employed in 1980 worked in 
St. Louis. 

A total of 209,909 workers, 
about 27.2 percent of the 


region's workforce, traveled 
outside their county of 
residence to work in 1980, 


ranging from a low of 21.6 _ 


percent among workers liv- 
ing in the City of St. Louis to 
a high of 59.8 percent among 
workers living in Jefferson 
County. 

—While many workers 
commuted across county 
and state lines to work in 
1980, there were 22 in- 


“corporated places of 2,500 or 


more in the metropolitan 
area where more than one of 
every three employed 
residents lived and worked 
in the same municipality.

A stress that 
can cause it to develop may 
be a drought period, ex- 
cessive rainy period, strong 
winds, injured or diseased 
root system, chemical injury 
or low temperatures. 

Trees susceptible to leaf 
Scorch include maples, oaks, 
ashes, dogwoods, crabap- 
ples, elms, beeches, lindens 
and hawthorns. 

Injury occurs when water 
is lost by the leaves faster 
than it is replaced by the 
roots. Scorching begins at 
the leaf edge and between 
the veins, progressing in- 
ward. 

Since scorch is a result of a 
Physiological disturbance 
and _not-a disease problem, 
there is no chemical treat- 
ment. It is suggested that 
owners keep the trees as 
healthy as possible by fer- 
tilizing and watering. 

Trees affected with scorch 
may drop leaves during the 
summer. This usually will 
not hurt the tree.
